DOCTRINE, 


Senator Lodge Interviewed By Lon- 


don Paper. 


LONDON, Nov. 15.—Tho Chronicle this 


morning publishes an 
interview with 


Senator Henry C. Lodge, in which ho ei- 
presscs his views upon tho subject of the 
Monroe doctrine. After going into tho his- 
tory of the doctrine in dutall, Mr. Lodge 
said: 


"Xobocly in America ever pretended 


that tlie Monroe- doctrine is a proposition 
of international law. It is a declaration 
of policy, and one which people iu Amer- 
ica have always sustained, and, in my 
opinion, always will sustain, as of vital 
importance to the people of the-United 
States. 


"Irs bearing upon the subject matter of 


the Venezuelan dispute is very simple. 
Each country is entitled to what its pre- 
decessor held, and no more, for uo ueiv 
rights have beuii acquired in the interval 
by eithe'iv people. 


"Tiie question U, What was tho true 


boundary between Dutch and 
Spanish 


possessions? That question can properly 
be settled by arbitration. 
To refuse arbi- 


tration and to seize and hold by force 
the disputed territory would open the 
doors, if England pursued suuh a course, to 
any other European power that desired to 
acquire any additional territory in Central 
or Southern America. 
It would finally 


in fringe on tho Monroe doctrine. The 
people of the United States could not re- 
gard It as otherwise than a movement 
hostile to them, 


"The Monroe- doctrinu, it should be re- 


membered, is quite distinct; from auy 
question of reparation for injuries received 
by tho subjects of foreign powers at the 
hands of tho governments of the peoples 
of Central or North American republics. 
"With suck questions we have nothing to 
do, but we cannot permit, under cover of 
a demand for reparation, or in any other 
way, new territory to be acquired by any 
European power. 


"Thus far, the Monroe doctrine lias re- 


mained a mere statement, found only in 
President Monroe's mebsagv, but it is my 
belief that iu the nest congress both the 
house and senate will, by formal resolu- 
tion, declare it to bo an integral part of 
the policy of the United States, to be 
maintained at- all hazards.

He insisted that it would be absurd to 
submit tho Venezuelan question to arbi- 
tration, especially with the example of the 
termination of the Alabama claims as nn 
object lesson. In conclusion, he said he 
recognized the fact that Americans were 
quite in a frnme of mind to invent new 
doctrines it they found that the Monroo 
doctrine did not apply to Venezuela.

The redlstrlcting bill will stand. 
Such was Judge Barker's" decision in 


the 
Supreme Judicial court yesterday. 


When the arguments were presented by 
counsel on both sides he very briefly 
summed up the case ana gave his decis- 
ion. It was a surprise to those present 
that a decision was rendered 80 speedily, 
for they expected decision might be re- 
served. 
When the court announced that 


the bill will stand, John C. Burke, Esq., 
who labored well in the interests of tho 
democrats of Lowell, glanced at Prentisb 
Webster, Esq., the other counsel for the 
plaintiff, put on Ills coat, packed his books 
and papers and quickly left the court 
room with Mnyor Courtney and Mr. Web- 
sterj "It Is again?', ua," said the mayor, 
but we will carry tho case to the full 
bench." During the trial His Honor was 
constantly by the side of Mr. Burke and 
Mr. Webster and because of his knowledge 
of law, was of valuable assistance to them. 
Mr. Webster's presentation of the case, 
and his final arguments were forcible; and 
the cross examination conducted by Mr. 
Burke was very pointed and searching. 


- OQ the other side, Mr. Richardson, the 
father of tho rcdistcieting bill, was not at 
all lacking in legal points and objections 
and proved a lucky ally for City Solicitor 
Qua.

During yesterday's hearing' Chairman 


Peardon of the democratic city committee 


nd Chairman Kileskl of tho republican 


city committee were present. 


The hearing was concluded earlier than 


anticipated, for both sides expected it 
woulil continue through Friday. 
It was 11 o'clock when the hearing wan 


resnmpd. At the long table in front of 
the clerk's desk sat counsel for the plain- 
tiffs, John C. Burke, Eaq.. and Prontiss 
Webster, Esq., and Cliy .Solicitor Qua and 
George F. Richardson, Esq., counsel for 
tho defendants. 


Tho time of the court up to thU time 


was occupied by the counsel who were 
arguing in another case. 


Jiidi;*! Barker at the opening said: "As 


I understand it there was an" attempted 
division of the city into "niive wards. 
You contend that the triangular portion 
of the city at Tower's corner was included 
in two wards, while the other side main- 
tains it is not so, and some question is 
raised as to the extension of Appleton 
street. There also comes the question 
whether or not uuder section 220, the re- 
districting bill could take effect this year 
or next." 
ilr. Qua said he would produce evidence 


to show that the enumeration of legal 
voters of the city was made under amend- 
ments 21 and 22 of tho constitution, ac- 
cording to the new wards. 


Mr. Webster replied that he would have 


something to say pn that point later. 


Mr. Qua was then permitted to amend 


his answer to the petition for the writ o£ 
inandamu! that he might deny the state- 
ment that the first convention finally ad- 
journed. 


Mr. Webster then introduced a resolu- 


tion passed by the city council in 1873, by 
which Apploton street was extended to 
Central street. He also produced 
anoth- 


er resolution passed by the city authoriz- 
ing the widening of Central street from 
Mcrrimack to Church streets, to show 
that Central street verges to the left at 
Tower's .corner and does not continue in 
the line of Gorham street. 


Then the map of the.city was consulted 


again. 
Mr. Richardson said he believed the 


records of the meeting when those reso- 
lutions were passed should be Introduced 
to show that the matter was officially 
passed upon. 
He did not deny that tho resolutions In- 


troduced were all right but he wanted the 
records produced. 
Mr. Webster prom- 


ised to have tho records in court tomor- 
row.Mr. Webster then read amendments 21 
and 22 of the constitution and said it is 
evident the amendment requires that the 
enumeration of voters shall be made on 
May 1. If tho new ward lines as mapped 
out by the convention of April 27 did in- 
clude a certain section of Lowell in two 
wards, I submit that the census takers 
•were bound to follow the records of that 
convention without reference to any map 
or plan. 
To sustain his position Mr. 


Webster quoted from decisions rendered 
by the Supreme court, VI Gushing and 
575-570 Gray, also 157 Mass, which he 
claimed related directly to tho case In 
- question and bore out the justice of his 
claims. 
Proceeding he read tho act 


passed by the legislature providing for the 
redistrlcting of Lowell. 


Judge Barker asked if the state election 


was conducted under the new ward lines 
and Mr. Webster replied not. 
Thun Mr. 


Webster said that at the state election 
preoinct officers wore elected for one year 
under the old lines, and now we have an 
entirely new set of election officers for 
new wards for the city election. 


So that we are in a confiued state. 
What becomes of the ward officers ap- 


pointed at the state election for one year, 
and what becomes of the election officers 
appointed .-for the city election for one 
year? 


Mr. Webster concluded his'opening re- 


marks at 11.40, and Mr. Qua commenced 
his opening address to tho court. 


It was rather brief and dwelt only on 


the points of- contention, as directly as 
possible. He proceeded to tell the court 
that Lowell had acquired considerable no- 
toriety by being obliged to appeal to the 
legislature and the supreme court during 
the year. 
This redistricting bill was 


asked for purely from business motives, 
anrl not because of any parly feeling. 


"Mr. 
Qua," 
interrupted" 
the 
court, 


"there is no need of going into such a 
discussion." 


Then Mr. Qua continued: "It was ne- 


cessary to do the work of redhtricting in 
haste, and if it is in the record, as it 
aeems to be, that there were Inaccuracies 
in the work they were due entirely to the 
haste in the work necessary to complete 
thejedistricting in time.

Wu claim that section 201 repealed so 


far as howell is concerned section 220;and 


we do not see that anything in the re- 
divlson infringes on the constitution. 


Though mistakes were made at first, 


we contend that they were corrected 0*1 
May 10, the proceedlnes of .which meeting 
only nmdu clekr what was done at the con- 
vention of April 27. We claim that it 


s within the power of the convention to 


amend former proceedings.'The only mis- 
take mido was that in the description of 
the lines of Ward five, the words "and 
Gorham street," were omitted.

hands oE tho governments of /the peoples 
of Central or North American republics. 
"With such questions wo have nothing to 
do, but wo cannot permit, under cover of 
u demand for reparation, or in any other 
way, new territory to be acquired by any 
European power. 


"Thus far, the Monroe doctrine has re- 


mained a jnere statement, found only in 
President Monroe's message, hut it is iny 
belief that in the next congress- both tho 
house and senate will, by formal resolu- 
tion, declare it to bo an integral part of 
tho policy of the United Suites, to he 
maintained at all hazards. 
American 


opinion is practically unanimous to the 
absolute necessity of upholding the doc- 
trine for the welfare of thr-t country. 
Moreover, I believe that Europe recog- 
nizes our attitude as reasonable and 
proper." 


What Stead Thinks. 


William T. Stead, editor of Tho Kovlew 


of Ecviews, having seen the interview 
with Senator Lodge, replied at length to 
the statements made. England, he said, 
would never consent to any veto being 
placed on the freest possible expansion of 
the Pacific ocean trade and settlements, 
and the colonizing of the Western world. 
He insisted that -it would be absurd to 
Eubniit the Venezuelan question to arbi- 
trution, especially with tho example of the 
termination of the Alabama claims as an 
object lesson. In conclusion, he said ho 
recognized tho fact that Americans were 
quite in a fnuuo of mind to invent new 
doctrines if they found that tho Monroe 
doctrine did nos apply to Venezuela. 


Chronicle's Comment. 


Editorially

says: Mr. Chamberlain, secretary of state 
for the colonies, is not likely to attempt to 
play the role of Napoleon of Venezuela. 
Unless the United States formally pro- 
claims a protectorate over all of the South 
American republics, we are bound to pro- 
tect our citizens. Failing the establish- 
ment of such protectorate, wo do not 
see how looso politics like those of the 
Monroe doctrine can stop us from protect- 
ing the lives and the property of English 
people in the New AVurld.
